An official report is given that the 


immigration, for eleven mouths,of the 
current year has been 440,361. 
On 


this basis, the New York Tribune thinks 
a close approximation can be made to 
the population of the United States nt 
the end of December. On this compu- 
tation, which has proved accurate in 
the past, an increase of 2 per cent 
yearly may be allowed, exclusive of im- 
gration. Calculating in that mode sines 
1880, the population of the United 
States was 54,467,595 January 1, 1S83, 
and 56,117,589 January 1, 1884. Add 2 
per cent as the increase of the present 
year, exclusive of immigration, and 440,- 
361, the actual immigration during 
eleven months, and we have 57,680,- 
302. It is thought the immigration of the 
present month will bring the population 
of the country at the close of the year 
probably up to 57,700,000.

A movement has been inaugurated in 


the western part of the State, having 
for its object the removal of the State 
University from Elko to Carson. The 
Virginia City Enterprise, which, in 
view of the fact that tbe Legislature is 
largely Bepublican, is supposed to have 
great influence with the majority, de- 
clares th'at the mistaken policy of locat- 
ing the University at Elko--baa-been 
long since ..demonstrated, and that its 
province has been narrqwed down to 
the limitations of a district school. 
"A few boys and girls—mostly girls—" 
it says, "all residing in one town and in 
a county of very scant population, are 
the chief beneficiaries of an institution 
endowed by the General Government, 
and designed to provide a more liberal 
aducation for students from every part 
of the State." 


This would be a strong argument in 


favor of removing the University, pro- 
vided it was based upon facts. Tt is 
ivell-kuown that parents in other parts 
of Eastern Nevada, outside of Elko, 
whose resources will not permit of 
seeding their children to educational 
institutions a long way from home, avail 
themselves of the privileges afforded by 
the University for educating them. At 
the competitive examination held here 
last Spring for the W«st Point cadetship 
a student at the University, whose 
parents did not reside in Elko, and 
whose circumstances would not permit 
of the expense of sending their son 
hundreds of mile? from home to acquire 
an education, was awarded a certificate 
over competitors from all parts of the 
State, some of whom had attended high 
schools outside the State. This fact dis- 
proves the assertion of the Enterprise 
that a few boys and girls in Elko are the 
sole beneficiaries of an institution en- 
dowed by the General Government, and 
proves that the branches of learning 
taught there are not narrowed down to 
the limitations of the ordinary district 
school. 


Aside from this there are other and 


cogent reasons why the Legislature 
should not arbitrarily jremoye the Uui- 
versity from Eiko. The people of Elko 
county subscribed and paid $20,000 for 
the erection of the University buildings. 
They incurred this expense upon the 
condition expressed in the Act of the 
Legislature, that the University should 
be located at Elko. It cost the State 
nothing, neither does it cost the State 
anything to maintain it. Undfr snob 
circumstances, no member of the Legis- 
lature oan put himself on record in. 
favor of the removal of ths University, 
without, at least, first providing that 
the people of Elko shall be reimbursed 
for their outlay. Anything less thaa 
that would be worse than communism, 
and rapacious and unscrupulous us Vir- 
ginia. City and Carson members of the 
Legislature are reputed to be, we cannot 
believe that they will support a meas- 
ure, even though the Enterprise advo- 
cates it, that would be so outrageously 
unjust, as the lernoval of the State 
University, without refunding to the 
peopl'3 of Elko with interest the &20.000 
which they expended ou that institu- 
tio

Storey county was called last October a 
resolution was adopted th'at candidates 
fpr the Assembly and Senate should 
promise to stand in for a measure which 
would consolidate Storey, 
Ormsby, 


Douglas and Lyon counties. 
Those 


receiving - the .nomination' alt" pledged 
themselves to this act, but shortly be- 
fore .election, probably to catch/a few 
votes, this resolution was rescinded by 
the County Central Gommtee of Storey 
county. Tlie idea was to get their men 
elected. They had already promised to 
work for the measure and it made no 
difference than whether the resolution 
was rescinded or not. The Enterprise 
.stated that it was owing to the fact that 
they had been made'aware tha't Dbo'g-i 
las and Lyon counties did not want to" 
Consolidate, and that the measure was 
^unfavorably, looked upon'in Ormsby, 
:that the rescindment was made. The 
idea probably was to seemingly put an 
end to-the matter.' :However, it is un- 
derstood that there is still'being an ef- 
fort inade to consolidate. It is a move 
that is looked upon unfavorably by 
every person in this county; Douglass 
does not approve,of it; and Ormsby will 
not stand it unless she thinks there is 
some show for her to secure the county 
seat. The most substantial .reason for 
not wishing to consolidate is that there 
would be. an extra taxation put upon the 
people. 
When the , new county 'was 


formed there would be one rate of tax- 
ation; and thero would'- still be another 
rata to pay up the debt, each county 
owed before consolidating. It would 
be well for the members from the east- 
ern part of the State to understand that 
the people of the western part do not 
want any consolidation, for tha chances 
are that a bill to thi>£effect' will be pre-1 
sented and a trial made to lobby it 
through.

INDIANS IK NKVADA. 


some JPncts in Itclntioii to tSie Uuclc 


Valley Agency. 


From a private letter from Hon. John 


S. Mayhugh, in charge of the Duck Valley 
Indian Beftervation, the following facts 
are obtained! relative to affaii-s at' that 
Agency. Mr. Mayhugh states that dur- 
ing the past season the Indians have 
raised, 2,000 bushels . of wheat, 1,000 
bushels of barley, 250 bushels 'of rye, 
besides a large amount of potatoes, corn, 
rutabagas, 
turnips, 
cabbage, 
beets, 


carrots and parsnips; also about 250 tons 
of hay, part timothy, and built 2 miles 
of wire fence and repaired all of the old; 
built ,"an irrigating dam, also a number 
of cattle and horse corrals, stables and 
nine root and vegetable cellars, three 
new log houses, making in all 12 build- 
ings in which'-Indians reside. ; A num- 
ber have cut logs in the mountains pre- 
paratory 
to 
building 
next 
year. 


All of the 
above 
montioned 
im- 


provements and 
farm work having 


been performed by the Indians thern^ 
selves without any aid from white folks. 
The Indians set and ruu a ten horse 
thresher themselves, having uo mishap 
or breuk down during the run of nearly 
four weeks duration. 
All this farm 


work has been under the supervision of 
two Indian farmers, Captain Charley 
and Captain Buck. Each of the 51 
families on the Reservation have from 
one to three milch cows. Many of them 
churn and make nice sweet butter. 
The grist . mill has 
been 
grinding 


flour for

past three monthn, 


but expect' to get through in a few 
days. Each family has"a separate brand
